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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6 are pending examination witli claims 1 & 2 withdrawn due to being 
drawn to a non-elected invention. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claims 1 and 2 are cancelled 
since they were withdrawn for being drawn to a non-elected invention. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-6 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claimed invention is drawn to a method of making an anode can for a 
battery, wherein a cylindrical body is formed and the thickness of the sidewall is 
modified according to the methods laid out in the claims. 

The closest prior art of MorlwakI and Takaishi teach a method of making a 
battery can and press working the sidewall to form an anode can. However, the prior 
art does not teach and it would not be obvious to one skilled in the art to displacing the 
outer circumferential surface of the large thickness portion by arranging the cylindrical 
body having said large thickness portion and said small thickness portion formed in said 
step of modifying a thickness, between a die having a cylindrical opening and a 
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cylindrical punch inserted in the cylindrical body, subjecting said sidewall to press 
working so that the distance between the outer circumferential surface of said large 
thickness portion and said central axis is equal to the distance between the outer 
circumferential surface of said small thickness portion and said central axis, and the 
distance between the inner circumferential surface of said large thickness portion and 
said central axis is smaller than the distance between the inner circumferential surface 
of said small thickness portion and said central axis, wherein a diameter of the punch is 
set to such a value that the punch comes in contact with the inner circumferential 
surface of the worked large thickness portion but not in contact with the inner 
circumferential surface of the worked small thickness portion. 
Therefore the claims are allowable over the prior art.
